DIVERSITY THE BIG WINNER AT 2016 SCREEN ACTORS GUILD AWARDS

Members of the Screen Actors Guild proved far more inclusive than 
their film academy counterparts Saturday honoring a diverse array of 
actors during their annual awards show at the Shrine Auditorium in 
Los Angeles— and making a pointed contrast to #OscarsSoWhite. 


Most of the awards being accepted 
by people of color were for television 
performances, with one prominent ex- 
ception: Idris Elba, who won the sup- 
porting actor prize for his role in the 
Netflix film “Beasts of No Nation.” 

Elba’s failure to secure an Oscar 
nomination helped fuel this year’s 
continued backlash against the Acad- 
emy of Motion Picture Arts and Sci- 
ences, which for the second year in a 
row did not nominate any people of 
color for its 20 acting nominations. 

The SAG Awards are determined 
by the 116,741 SAG-AETRA mem- 
bers. Balloting was open amid the 
Oscars diversity controversy closing 
on Eriday 


Elba, who later in the evening won 
a second award for his turn on BBC 
America’s TV crime drama “Luther,” 
summed up the tone of the evening 
onstage with this play on words: 
“Welcome to diverse TV” 

“Look at this stage,” said “Orange 
Is the New Black” star Laura Pre- 
pon, motioning to the show’s diverse 
cast while accepting the TV comedy 
series award. “This is what we talk 
about when we talk about diversity 
Different race, color, creed, sexual 
orientation.” 

In addition to Elba, other winners 
included Queen Latifah for playing 
blues singer Bessie Smith in HBO’s 
“Bessie,” Viola Davis for her lead turn 


on ABC’s “How to Get Away With 
Murder” and “Orange Is the New 
Black” actress Uzo Aduba. 

‘And they won because their per- 
formances were effective,” Davis told 
The L. A. Times backstage. “They won 
because the actors have craft, they 
have a level of excellence that reaches 
people— and we’re actors too. We’re 
artists, too, we deserve to be a part of 
it, and I think you saw that tonight.” 

“You know what it feels like?” 
Aduba added. “It’s amazing to see ac- 
tors have the opportunity to celebrate 
other actors’ work and to feel empow- 
ered by the voting process so they can 
see whatever actor they want reflect- 
ed up there. And I’m honored to have 
been chosen by my peers.” 

Erom the outset, the show made a 
point of presenting the diversity of its 
membership and nominees. The cer- 
emony opened with several actors— 
Rami Malek, Queen Latifah, Jeffrey 
Tambor, Anna Chlumsk^ Kunal 


Nayyar— talking about what it means 
to be in their profession. 

SAG Awards Committee Chair Jo- 
Beth Williams said the actor-focused 
awards show has “worked very hard to 
reflect the real world.” She noted its 
roster of presenters and nominees as 
proof of that. 

“This is what happens when you 
have the SAG group — a group of very 
diverse people who understand the 
work that we all put in and that we 
all deserve the same opportunities,” 
Queen Latifah told The L.A. Times 
backstage. “That’s about it. I feel very 
positive about this day” 

The SAG Awards have proved over 
the years to be a reliable indicator of 
the outcomes of the Oscar acting rac- 
es. In the past three years, all four of 
the SAG Awards acting winners have 
gone on to win the Oscar. 

With Elba’s snub at the Oscars, 
there will be at least one different 
winner this year.

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CAUCUSES VS. PRIMARIES? VOTER REGISTRATION? WELCOME TO PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 101

■ January is the time we think about getting fit, then February — the 

m ■ official start of the U.S. presidential election season— should be a time to 
contemplate flexing our political muscles. 

The Iowa caucuses get underway Monday, and voters in New Hampshire will hold the first 
primary election of the season on Feb. 9. The Illinois primary is March 15. 

We realize not everyone exercises their right to vote: During the 2012 presidential primary 
election, designed to whittle down the field of candidates for the November general election, 
just 18.5 percent of Chicago’s roughly 1.7 million eligible voters bothered to cast a ballot. Far 
more turned out for the general election: 60.5 percent. 

Whether you’re a newbie prepping for your first vote or a veteran at the ballot box, our simple 
guide will help you navigate anything from registering to vote to the best websites to study up

1. Whafs the difference between 
a caucus and a primary? 

Held in roughly a dozen states, caucuses can 
best be described as groups of neighbors- 
belonging to the same political party-gath- 
ering in churches and school classrooms to 
vote, publicly and often by simply raising their 
hands, on their favorite candidate. 

In presidential primaries, voters head to the 
polls, grab a ballot for their political party of 
choice and select their favorite candidate in 
private. 


Voting results from the caucuses and prima- 
ries play a key role in whittling down the field 
of candidates, which happens at the party con- 
ventions. More on that later. 

2. Am I eligible to vote? 

You are if you’re at least 17 by the March prima- 
ry (18 by the November general election), a U.S. 
citizen and living in your polling precinct for at 
least 30 days before the election. 

Feb. 16 is the deadline to register to vote by 
mail or online for the Illinois primary. After that. 


you can register to vote and cast your ballot 
during the same visit at select sites in Chicago 
until the March 15 primary. Check Chicago 
elections.com for more details. 

You can register to vote on Election Day, 
but it can only be done at the polling place as- 
signed to your home address. Make sure to 
bring two forms of identification, one of which 
shows your current address. Check Chicago 
elections.com to find out where your polling 
place is located. 

Pro tip: Once you’re registered to vote for the 
primary elections, it should be hassle-free to 
vote in November’s general election. 

3. How does a candidate win the presidency? 

Of course political experience, name recogni- 
tion, endorsements and a big campaign war 
chest of money to spend on ads help. 

But there is a process: The primary elec- 
tions and caucuses determine the selection 
of delegates to represent their state at the na- 
tional party conventions, where they vote for a 
particular candidate. The candidate who wins 
a majority of delegates becomes the party’s 
official presidential nominee on the November 
general election ballot. 

The presidential ticket that wins the most 
votes in the November election in each state 
generally gets all the electoral votes for the 


state, a number based on representation in 
Congress. The public doesn’t directly elect the 
president; intermediaries known as “electors” 
do. The candidate who wins at least 270 of the 
538 votes in the Electoral College becomes the 
next president.

On issues including whether the federal mini- 
mum wage should be increased, whether rec- 
reational marijuana should be legalized and 
whether the Black Lives Matter movement is 
good for America, ProCon.org shows not only 
where the candidates stand but also whether 
they’ve flip-flopped. 

FactCheck.org debunks statements from de- 
bates and speeches made by candidates, and so 
does PolitiFact.com, which rates their accuracy 
on a truth-o-meter as true, false or even “pants 
on fire” for the most ridiculous claims. 

To keep track of who bowed out and who 
is still in it to win it, a debate schedule and key 
election dates, check out Bailotpedia.org.
